A fight over a spilled drink 
resulted in a bloody triple 
homicide at an Edmonton 
after-hours nightclub two 
years ago, a crown prose¬ 
cutor told a jury of six 
women and six men in 
Court of Queen's bench 
yesterday. 

“A disturbance hap¬ 
pened in the club and it es¬ 
calated into a fight,” 
Crown prosecutor John 
Watson said yesterday on 
the first day of Dwayne An¬ 


thony Nelson’s trial. 

The melee “happened 
over a spilled drink,” Wat¬ 
son said of the incident 
that allegedly led to the 
deaths of three men at the 
Red Light Lounge near 105 
Street and 100 Avenue Oct. 
29, 2006. Two men and a 
woman were also injured. 

“Despite the bouncers 
separating the fight, it con¬ 
tinued,” Watson said, 
adding five shots were 
fired as people ran out the 
door in a “massive panic”. 

“You have a bunch of 
people running through 
the front door and shots

rang out,” said Watson.

With homeless people 
outnumbering shelters 
two to one in Vancouver, 
local groups are urging 
the city to overturn a 
bylaw that prevents peo¬ 
ple from putting up a shel¬ 
ter on public property. 

It happened earlier this 
week in Victoria when a 
judge found the bylaw un¬ 
constitutional because it 
deprived people of their 
rights to life, liberty and 
security of person. 

But such a move could 
have big consequences for 
Vancouver’s parks, beach¬ 
es and tourism. Could a 
tent city turn up in Stanley 
Park? 

“(The bylaw) absolutely 
is good for the parks,” said 
Vancouver Park Board 
chair Korina Houghton. 


“That is not the purpose of 
our parks — they’re not 
campgrounds.” 

But to some, bringing 
the ruling to Vancouver is 


an urgent priority. 

“People are at risk of hy¬ 
pothermia and other life- 
threatening conditions 
when they have to sleep 


outside with no shelter,” 
said Laura Track, a lawyer 
with Pivot Legal Society. 

In the next few weeks, 
Pivot will be launching a 
case to prove that the 
same Charter rights en¬ 
forced in Victoria apply 
here. 

Yesterday, a social jus¬ 
tice group called Streams 
of Justice camped out on 
the front lawn of Vancou¬ 
ver’s City Hall to bring at¬ 
tention to the issue. 

“People seem like they 
can be pretty comfortable 
with 1,500 homeless peo¬ 
ple in Vancouver as long as 
they’re not that visible,” 
said group spokesman 
Dave Diewert. “Once you 
start to see tents popping 
up all over the place in 
very inconvenient places, 
it becomes the rupture of 
the status quo and it says 
we’ve got to really deal 
with this.”

review It’s worth noting 
that it’s been exactly 25 
years since the last time 
Canada attempted to make 
a movie set in the mud and 
trenches of the First World 
War. 

That film — Robin 
Phillips’ The Wars, with a 
screenplay by Timothy 
Findley based on his own 
novel — was ponderously 
bad, and a generation had 
to pass before we attempt¬ 
ed the experiment again. 

Paul Gross’ Passchen¬ 
daele puts the putative set¬ 
ting and subject of his film 
in the title, but halfway 
through the film, you have 
to wonder why truth in ad¬ 
vertising didn’t compel 
him to call it Calgaiy. 

While the film’s climax is 
indeed set during the furi¬ 
ous 1917 battle where 
Canadian troops repeated 
the onerous task set to 
them months earlier at 
Vimy Ridge — both battles 
serve as boolcends for the 
film — the bulk of the stoiy 
takes place in a Calgary full 
of wooden sidewalks, 
where war fever has given 
way to desperate recruit¬ 


ment drives. Gross plays 
Michael Dunne, whose 
wounds extend to shell 
shock, and Caroline Dhav- 
emas plays the pretty nurse 
he’s fallen in love with. She 
also has an asthmatic 
younger brother (Joe Dini- 
col) bent on proving him¬ 
self to his fiancee and her 
doctor father by enlisting, 
an ambition thwarted prin¬ 
cipally by Dunne, who’s 
been given a job at the local 
recruiting office. 

Thanks to a sequence of 
events almost farcical in 
their improbability, he 
ends up in uniform, and 
Dunne is forced to follow 
him back to the trenches 
just in time for the third 
battle of Ypres. Gross spent 
more than a decade writing 
the film, which wasn’t long 
enough to digest the 
chunky stew of facts and 
fictional precedents embed¬ 
ded in its stoiyline: a virtual 
primer of Great War myths, 


stories and stereotypes that 
finally over-ripens into 
corn-flecked melodrama at 
its climax. Unfortunately, 
the titular battles is re¬ 
duced to an afterthought to 
the dreary prairie drama 
that takes up most of the 
film, and serves merely to 
allow Gross’ Dunne to be¬ 
come both Superman and 
Christ in a teetering folly of 
laboriously elaborated 
metaphor. 

The small tragedy is that, 
while the funding labyrinth 
responsible for making 
Passchendaele is vast, there 
was obviously no one at any 
point with the simple task 
of asking for a rewrite that 
could be plausibly put in 
front of the cameras — a 
tragedy unique to Canadian 
cinema. 

The larger tragedy is that 
it’ll probably be another 25 
years before we get another 
shot at making a film about 
Canada at war.

Along the way, the trio 
elude Ian’s maniacally re¬ 
pressed older brother 
(James Marsden), get 
chased by a jilted redneck 
in a truck, and crash an 
Amish keg party featuring 
power-pop act Fall Out 
Boy. Hey, it could happen 

I suppose the film 
should earn some marks 
for at least attempting to 


explore areas of political¬ 
incorrectness, but in an 
era where an overabun¬ 
dance of raunchy teen 
romps have only risen ex¬ 
pectations, Sex Drive is too 
trite to make a dent in the 
genre.

Computer games have 
indeed had a tough time 
making the cinematic 
jump so will Payne finally 
redeem a genre of unful¬ 
filling dreclc? 

As the title character, 
Mark Wahlberg is an an¬ 
gry, maverick cop who is 
determined to find the 
savages who killed his 
wife and child. 

Shirking his civic duty, 
Payne conspires with a 
sexy assassin — Mila Ku¬ 
nis of That ’70s Show — 
and discovers a dark un¬ 
derworld that may be con¬ 
nected to otherworldly 
demons. 

Got that? Good, because 


if I told you anymore, I’d 
be spoiling the plot, 
which is perhaps this 
movie’s main weakness. 

First, let’s be honest — 
this is no BloodRayne. But, 
like many of these adapta¬ 
tions, video games gener¬ 
ally don’t make great nar¬ 
ratives because they’re 
simply not structured sto¬ 
ries. 

Sure, they can have 
depth, character and back¬ 
ground but as Paul Arendt 
of Britain’s The Guardian 
once wrote, they’re “en¬ 
gines designed for the 


pleasure of problem solv¬ 
ing.” This thriller follows 
suit in the respect that it 
certainly seems overly fo¬ 
cused on Payne and his 
quest. By doing so, other 
aspects (the central plot 
twist for instance) are too 
obvious and unembell¬ 
ished. 

That said, Payne knows 
its limitations and makes 
no apologies. Further, and 
maybe most importantly, 
this movie is big, brash 
and perhaps better than 
any other video game 
adaptation out there.

If reality TV had a noble 
bone in its body, it would 
probably look like Morn¬ 
ing Light, the story of a 
group of young people 
racing a sailboat halfway 
across the Pacific Ocean. 

The ingredients are all 
there — a national compe¬ 
tition for entrance, a final 
selection of just over a 
dozen finalists, and a fur¬ 
ther winnowing down af¬ 
ter that for a place on the 
boat, followed by the trial 
of endurance and skill of 
the TRANSPAC sailboat 
race from Los Angeles to 
Hawaii. 

The big difference is that 
the bitchiness and back- 
stabbing that fuels reality 
television is entirely ab¬ 
sent, replaced by a cama¬ 
raderie and unity of pur¬ 


pose that initially feels sus¬ 
picious — even alien — if 
you’ve allowed yourself to 
be conditioned to look at 
human interaction in front 
of a camera as Darwinian 
theory pantomimed by 
high school cliques. 

The movie’s producers, 
which include Roy Disney, 
who bought the sleek rac¬ 
ing boat that the young 
crew takes to sea, were ea¬ 
ger to avoid the false dra¬ 
ma and cynical mood of re¬ 
ality TV, and they’ve suc¬ 


ceeded. 

In the process, they re¬ 
mind us that relatively 
normal human beings 
thrust into extraordinary 
situations is usually drama 
enough. The 15 college-age 
men and women who head 
out into the open ocean 
are hard to dislike — ac¬ 
complished and ambitious, 
they have exactly the sort 
of leadership potential 
that needs to be discovered 
and encouraged. 

Their courage and team¬ 


work is as pleasant to 
watch as the scenery and 
spectacle around them, 
captured using the sorts of 
video technology that was 
unheard of even a decade 
ago. 

Even if you have no in¬ 
terest in ocean sailing — or 
especially in thoughts of 
sleepless days and nights 
on the open sea — Morn¬ 
ing Light combines adven¬ 
ture with an optimism that 
feels disarming in a cynical 
time.

Barber takes chance 

Female vocalists of the 1950s inspire singer's new album

It’s a starry night and 
you’re walking down Main 
Street with your best gal. 
She’s just said she’ll go 
steady with you and you 
think that’s pretty neat-o. 
You swing over to the din¬ 
er to grab a pair of malts 
and a sweet voice 
serenades you from the 
jukebox within. 

It’s not Doris, Patti or Pat¬ 
sy. It’s Canada’s own Jill 
Barber. 

The vocal trills and full 
orchestration contained on 
her new album, Chances, 
recalls romantic themes 
and sounds typical of 1950s 
female vocalists. While 
the release is an obvious 
diversion from her typi¬ 
cally folksy sound, Bar¬ 
ber contends she’s taken 
her own chance in hopes 
of reviving history. 

“It’s not going to be up 
everybody’s alley and that’s 
OK,” she says. “Everywhere 
I look, I hear old music be¬ 
ing played. Rather than 
playing the same old 
records all the time, I’m 
trying to write some new 
music that captures the 
quality of that old music.” 

Barber doesn’t only 
make her attempt through 
song writing and vocal em¬ 
ulation of her own idols 
like Patsy Cline and Etta 
James. She says the “vin¬ 
tage quality” attributed to 
the songs on Chances also 
lies in the way the record 
was made. 

“We were very deliberate 
in deciding that we wanted 
to just go the whole way 
and produce it the way 
they used to make al¬ 
bums with real, full 
string sections, horns 
and full orchestration,” she 


says. 

It’s important to Barber 
to hold on to the strings of 
what used to be. “I would 
hate to see it fall to the 
wayside,” she says. Al¬ 
though she admires mod¬ 
ern, electronic music being 
made, she says she’s never 
quite felt capable of mak¬ 
ing it. Instead, she sticks to 
what she knows will work. 

“I always really admire 
artists that work on the 
cutting edge,” says 
Barber. “As op¬ 
posed to 
trying 
to do 


something that’s very cur¬ 
rent and very hip and mod¬ 
ern, I look back to the clas¬ 
sics to what has stood the 
test of time.” 

And while one must 
question the loyalty of an 
artist’s fans when she so ev¬ 
idently changes direction, 
Barber says the only 
audi¬ 


ence she’s ever had in 
mind is anybody who is in¬ 
terested. 

She’s more concerned 
with how her albums will 
stack up over time. “As 
long as the art of the album 
exists, then I would like 
each one to stand on its 
own.”

Linguine with crab 

INGREDIENTS: 

250 g cherry tomatoes, halved 
1 tbsp (15 mL) olive oil 
12 1/3 oz (350 g) linguine (flat 
ribbon noodles) 

1 red chili pepper, deseeded 

and finely chopped 

1/2 cucumber, finely diced 

Grated zest of 1 lemon 

1 tsp (5 mL) fresh herb fennel, 

chopped 

3/4 tsp (4 mL) fresh chives, 
snipped 

% cup (175 mL) fresh crab meat 
1V2 tbsp (20 mL) arugula 
lemon wedges as garnish 

METHOD: 

1 . Preheat grill or broiler. 
Place tomatoes, cut-sides 
up, 

on a heatproof dish. Sprin¬ 
kle generously with freshly 
ground black pepper and 
drizzle with oil. Grill for 4 -
